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Japan’s First National Park Stamps 


By ICHIRO YOSHIDA, Editor of the “KITTE 


TAKING advantage 

the completion of 
twelve national park des- 
ignations of Japan, the 
Nippon Teishin-sho 
(Department of Communications of 
Japan) has issued the national park 
stamps to let the people become 
familiar with their own native land 
as well as to introduce the true 
scenic beauty of Japan abroad. 

The first series is of 4 values of 
14s, 3s, 6s and 10s arranged hori- 
zontally 40mm. by 22.5mm. all alike 
in dimensions with four different 
views of Mt. Fuji of the Fuji- 





zo’ or printed at the Government 
Printing Bureau. 

The sealed characters on both sides 
of chrysanthemum read from right 
to left “Dai Nippon Teikoku Yubin”’ 
or Imperial Japanese Post, and 
white characters at the bottom be- 
tween the characters denoting the 
value of each stamp, read from right 
to left, ‘““Fuji-Hakone Kokuritsu Ko- 
en” stand for the Fuji-Hakone Na- 
tional Park. 

The stamps were only put on sale 
on the 10th of July at the following 
small provincial post offices within 
the district of Fuji-Hakone ‘National 
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Hakone National Park, printed by 
the photogravure process. 114s brown 
depicts an early dawn of Mt. Fuji 
and 3s olive green reproduces a dis- 
tant view of Mt. Fuji across Lake 
Ashi-no-ko which is formed by springs 
in an ancient crater, 13 miles in cir- 
cumference. The lake is 2,386 ft. 
above sea level, and is famous for its 
reflection of snow capped Fuji-yama. 
Along the lake shore, the road runs 
through a noble crystomeria avenue, 
leading to the site of the ancient 
Hakone barrier gate, where in olden 
days the passports of travellers were 
carefully examined, and the purposes 
of their journey ascertained. 
_6s carmine rose is a panoramic 
view of Mt. Fuji from the Mitsu 
Pass, northeast of the mountain, and 
10s blue is a winter view of Fuji-san 
as seen through the old pine trees on 
the Tokai-do road, near Mishima. 
The sheet consists of 50 stamps, 5 
by 10, printed on watermarked gran- 
ite paper with perforation of 12%4, 
and the inscription in center of lower 
margin of the sheet reads from right 





to left “Naikaku Insatsu Kyoku Sei- 











Park; Hakone-yumoto, Hakone-mi- 
yanoshita, Hakone-machi, Makone- 
gora, Ashi-no-yu and Sengokuhara 
(Kanagawa prefecture) ; Fuji-san (a 
temporary post office opened on the 
summit of the mountain during the 
summer time from July 10 to Aug. 
31). Subashiri (Shizuoka  pre- 
fecture) ; Fujisan-kita opened at the 
eighth stage of the northern foot of 
the mountain from July 10 to Aug. 
31), Yamanaka, Funatsu, Kawa- 
guchi, Oishi, Shojin (Yamanashi 
prefecture). Mt. Fuji the “National” 
and highest mountain of Japan Pro- 
per is known over the world for its 
flawless beauty and its perfect cone 
rises to a height of 12,467 ft. above 
sea level extending its circumference 
to more than 60 miles. In July and

August, swarms of pilgrims and other 
folks of some 100,000 yearly climb 
its sacred slopes to the summit, which 
commands a magnificient view, that 
of the sunrise being markedly im 
pressive. 

Clients of home and foreign may 
order directly from the postmaster of 
Tokio Central Post Office, although 
there is no special establishment some- 
thing like philatelic agency as yet 
here in Japan. 

Fuji-Hakone National Park is one 
of the twelve National Parks recently 
selected by the special committee 
composed of experts of every sphere 





in and out of official life throughout 
the country under auspices of the 
ministry of Home Affairs. They are: 
Akan, Daisetsuzan, Towada, Nikko, 
Fuji-Hakone, Chubu-sangaku or Ja 
pan Alps, Seto naikai or Inland Sea, 
Daisen, Yoshino-Kumano, Aso, Un 
zen and Kirishima. The first two 
named are situated in Hokkaido, the 
next seven in Hoahu and the latter 
three in Kyushu.

Great quantities of letters and pe- 
titions of all sorts protesting the sale 
of the Potato Stamps are pouring in- 
to the Treasury Department. HOW- 
EVER, there seems to be some con- 
fusion in the minds of collectors as 
to just what stamps have been ad- 
vertised to be sold August 10. There 
were two kinds of Potato Stamps, 
one was the TAX-PAID kind, 
which were on sale at the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue through June 
30. The other kind is the ‘TAX- 
EXEMPT group. It is the Tax 
Exempt stamps that are being of 
fered; NOT the Tax-Paid. We 
have been informed that the entire 
remainder of the T'ax-Paid stamps 
was destroyed after these stamps 
were removed from sale on June 30. 
You will recall that the Tax-Paid 
stamps had specific face values ex- 
pressed in United States money. 

The ‘Tax-Exempt stamps are an 
entirely different set-up. In the first 
place they were not issued for reve- 
nue purposes, they were to be used 
by those growers whose potatoes were 
exempt from any tax, so therefore 
had no face value whatever. They 
did have a pound designation. For 
instance a two-pound bag of pota- 
toes had to have a two-pound ex- 
emption stamp affixed thereto, a five- 
pound bag had a similar five-pound 
exemption label. ‘There never has 
been any way in which collectors 
could buy them, because they were 
not .a_ purchasable article. They 
were intended for distribution to

In the May, 1936, “Stamp Mag- 
azine,” London, no less a celebrity 
than Sir Nicholas Waterhouse, in 
telling why he thinks the collecting 
of U. S. stamps of the 19th Century 
is commendable, states that while he 
considers the Penny Black as sur- 
passing all others as an artistic pro- 
duction, he does not think our 5c 
and 10c 1847 fall far behind it, 
and that some of the subsequent is- 
sues rank higher than those of any 
other country, not only in design and 
superb execution, but also for their 
pleasing shades of coloring. He cites 
the 1851 issues and also the shades of 
the 24c of 1851, 1861 and 1870. 

He also states that another point 
of attraction is the very large num- 
ber of minor varieties of design of 
some of the earlier issues, lending 
aid to “plating.”” Furthermore, that 
there is a complete absence of the 
numerous tiresome minor varieties of 
watermarks and perforations ‘which 
clutter up the stamps of some other 
countries.”

‘THE PHILATELISTS CREED 


From Ralph A. Kimble of Chicago, 
comes a copy of “The Beverly 
Creed.” This creed, adopted by the 
Beverly Hills Philatelic Society of 
Chicago, sets forth the aims and ob- 
jects as well as the beliefs of a stamp 
collector and is subscribed to by the 
membership of the society. 

We feel somehow that Mr. Kimble 
is one of the sponsors of this creed 
and while we believe in creeds and 
such things just as we believe in 
signs, we always feel that there are 
good creeds and bad creeds just as 
there are good signs and bad signs. 

Mr. Kimble has been very active 
in Philatelic Circles since he was 
first uncovered and featured in Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News several years 
ago. 

He has been one of the supporters 
of the so called National Federation 
of Stamp Clubs. 

We personally believe in federa- 
tions of stamp clubs, yet we do not 
approve of the plans under which 
the present Federation is organized 
or acting and have therefore failed 
to support it. 

These points are merely brought 
out in relation to this new creed 
which Mr. Kimble is urging, because 
his own activities and actions in the 
past have not been haan lines as

laid down in the creed which he 
now proposes, 

At this time, we have not room 
for publication of the entire text of 
the creed but call especial attention 
to paragraph IX of this creed which 
reads as follows: ‘That no phila- 
telic organization should attempt to 
influence or coerce government repre- 
sentatives of this or any other nation 
into the issuance or non-issuance of 
stamps, and that any lobbying activity 
or organized publicity to such an 
end should be condemned.” 

Surely Mr. Kimble, you do not 
mean this. You condemn each and 
every one of the Souvenir sheets is- 
sued by this country, starting with 
the original White Plains Sheet. You 
have been an active and strong sup- 
porter of the N. F. of S. C. and this 
Federation has polled the membez 
clubs time and again on just such 
questions. It has supported as a 
body or disapproved as a body just 
these very things. 

Doubtless the Beverly Creed was 
conceived and adopted with the 
thought of furthering the interest of 
Philately, yet we can only feel that 
it has been a hasty job, without due 
thought, care and discussion for there 
are several paragraphs that are en- 
tirely at variance with the usual cus- 
toms and actions of both philatelists 
and organized clubs and societies. 

Unless one faithfully believes in 
and plans to follow a creed, it is ri- 
diculous to propound one, 

The twelfth paragraph of the Bev 
erly Creed ends up with an assertion, 
“That in Philately as in Life, the 
best guide on every occasion is the 
Golden Rule.” 

Had the Beverly Hills Philatelic 
Society adopted the Golden Rule as 
their Creed they would have done 
far better than propose the creed 
which they have proclaimed for the 
creed as they do proclaim it certainly 
conflicts with the Golden Rule and 
therefore shows itself as a creed to 
be something which its own members 
do not understand or do not and can 
not live up to.

being shown in the case for sale, as 
the cover was scorched. 


We were shown a notice from 
the Postoffice in Grenada, British 
West Indies, to the effect that the 
postoffice there would not cancel any 
British Jubilee stamps of that colony 
and send them back, but would be 
forced to return the covers without 
cancelling the stamps. 


We were also shown a used copy 
of a new Argentine stamp depicting 
a scene at the Olympic Games in 
Berlin in 1936, The value was (0c 
and we understand this stamp was 
issued to pay the expenses of the ath- 
letes representing Argentine at the 
games, starting in August. 


We were taken to task by two of 
our readers to the effect that they 
had covers sent to foreign countries 
with a 16c special delivery airmail 
thereon. ‘They were correct in that 
on the Hindenberg flight from the 
U. S. to Germany this was allowed, 
but the proltibition was clamped 
down after that and all covers now 
cannot go special delivery airmail 
but by regular airmail—but the post- 
office here advises further we could 
not put U. S. airmail stamps on the 
envelopes to foreign countries, but 
only regular stamps—and we had 
to mark the envelope via airmail. 
We suppose a cover will slip through 
with airmail stamps on it, but not 
often.

The announcement that the re- 
mainders of the Tax Exempt Potato 
Stamps are to be offerea for saie te 
the highest bidder is certainly a situa 
tion which should call for protest on 
the part of al! stamp collectors, creed 
or no creed. 

This government certainly does not 
need the few dollars that the sale 
of these stamps will bring and the 
blot on a clean record of Philatelic 
issues will stink so long that it will 
take years to live down. 


This sale, if permitted to be car- 
ried out, might readily be the fore- 
runner of similar sales of discontinued 
issues. Imagine if you can, what 
would happen if the revenue issues 
were so handled after the issue has 
been discontinued. 


We are all acquainted with the 
fact that when a revenue act is made 
void that we can take any stamps on 
hand and redeem them up to a cer- 
tain date set by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. Suppose after this redemp- 
tion was made that these remainders 
would be offered for sale to the high- 
est bidder instead of being destroyed 
as has always been the custom. 


! Such a plan would forever ruin the 
interest in revenue stamps for there 
would be little market or demand 
for any stamp when in issue and 
collectors would lose interest in such 
stamps. 


By all means, let every collector, 
every society, send resolutions of pro-
